AN EPIDEMIC OF 
DELUSION. 
—————Kh 
(By “S.C.’’) 


On the 12th December, 1924, there 

appeared in a London paper a letter 
describing an unusual incident that befe] 
a cyclist in Devonshire. He was waylaid 
by a number of rustics, one of whom ran 
a sharp pin into his leg, chanting: 
'“ Prickee with a pin, and draw his blood; 
an’ ‘ee can’t hurt ’ee!’’ This, of course, 
was easily recognised as a survival of the 
practice of scratching the witch, so often 
mentioned in the old trials, and recog- 
nised by demonologists as a counter- 
charm to evil spells. It was employed by 
the country people in this case to prevent 
any evil from coming to them from the 
‘ flving devil ’’ on the bicvcle, which was 
at that time still something of a novelty 
to them. 

As this letter shows, the belief in witch- 
craft still lingers in\out-of-the-way spots 
where modern civilisation has not com- 
pletely penetrated. Indeed, belief in 
witchcraft persisted among men of intelli- 
gence and learning much longer than is 
generally believed. Thus, we find John 
Wesley, in his “ Journal,” in the year 
1768. saying that disbelief in -witchcraft 
was “ in direct opposition, not only to the 
sible, but to the suffrage of the wisest 
and best of men m all ages and nations. 
They well know that the giving up of 
witchcraft is in effect giving up the

A NOTABLE TRIAL. 


Sir Wiliam Blackstone, the eminent 
lawyer, in his “ Commentaries ” (1765) 
says that ‘‘ to deny the possibility, nay, 
actual existence, of witchcraft and sorcery. 
is at once flatly to contradict the revealed 
Word of God in various passages both of 
the Old and New Testament.’’ About this 
time there were world-wide burnings for 
witcheraft in Germany, France and Spain, 
and in England, under Sir Matthew Hale 
and Chief Justice Holt. It was not till 
1790 that the penalty for witchcraft was 
ged from burning to hanging, by 
ye TIT. 

l’robably one of the most interesting 
series of trials for witchcraft was that 
conducted in the last vears of the seven- 
teenth century in New England, under 
the leadership of Increase Mather and his 

(‘otton Mather. ' These men were two 
most celebrated of the early 
American clergy; the father was a Fellow 
of Harvard, and an M.A. of Trinity 
(‘olleve, Dublin. The son graduated at 
Harvard when he was sixteen, and two 
vears later took to preaching. His whole 
life was regulated by Christian principles 
and conducted in a most virtuous manner. 
He compiled a series of questions, one of 
which he used to ask himself every day. 
These he printed in his ‘ Essays to do

Mr. Allan Fea, in his book, ‘‘ The Loyal 
Wentworths,”’ published this week, com- 
ments on the increasing difficulty of 
writing English family memoirs.

An Irish Wedding. 


To-day’s marriage between the Marquis 
of Hamilton, son of the Duke of Aber- 
corn, Governor of Northern Ireland, and 
Lady Kathleen Crichton, sister of the 
Ear! of Erne, will be 
an interesting one. 
The Dukedom of 
Abércorn, to which 
the Marquis of 
Hamilton is heir, 
only dates back to 
the sixties. of the 
last century; but 
the Hamiltons have 
struck deep roots in 
the history of both 
Scotland and Ire- 
land. The Dukes of 
Abercorn are holders 
of many titles, and 
ave cescended from 
Mary, daughter oí HaMILTON. 
Kinz James If. of Scotland. The Duke 
of Abercorn also is Duke of Chattelerault 
in the ancient peerage of France, the title 
dating back to the year 1549. 

The Earldom of Abercorn was forfeited 
after the Battle of the Boyne, but was 
restored a few years later. The first 
Duke was twice Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, and his son, Lord George Hamil- 
ton, who afterwards was First Lord of 
the Admiralty and Secretary of State 
for India, has written an amusing auto- 
biography of the mid and later Victorian 
epoch. The book abounds with good 
stories and interesting sidelights on the 
current political and social events of the 
time.

Gene Tunney. 


I see that Gene Tunney, Heavy-Weight 
Boxing Champion of the World, has been 
invited to lecture at Yale University on 
Shakespeare’s plays. A pugilist on poesy 
is an innovation, but some famous cham- 
pions of the past have won success on the 
dramatic stage. and—like John Gully and 
Commander Kenworthy—in Parliament. 
John Gully must have been the richest 
boxer in history, although there were no 
miliion dollar purses going in the days 
when he fouuiit ths “ Game Chicken.”’

HE visit of King Amanullah of 
Afghanistan to this country reminds 
us of the mystery which surrounds the 
powertul State over which he rules, which 
holds tha gateway to India, and which, 
next to Turkey, is the greatest Mahom- 
medan country in the world. Yet the 
Afghens proudly describe themselves as 
‘the Arabic children of Israel,’’ with 
Davina, Solomon, Nebuchadnezzar and the 
rest fivuring in their traditional history. 
His Majesty himself is distinctly Semitic 
In appearance. 


CROWNS AND ANTHEMS. 


There are other mystery States in the 
world as full of romance as an old illumi- 
nated missal, each possessing a national 
anthem or other characters to interest us, 
such as the Christian Crown of the 
Emperer of Abyssinia, an ancient example 
0: which is in-the British Museum. How 
many people could say off-hand, for 
instance, where San Marine or Monaco is 
situated, or who is the President of the 
Swiss Republic ? 

San Marino, though a tiny State, very 
tightly thinks itselr of immense import- 
ance, and as for Monaco, where the profits 
f,om tha Casino pay for the State ex- 
penses, many thousand folk flock to Monte 
Carlo every year, gambling fortunes away 
at the tables. They supply, through the 
croupiers, a nice little revenue for the 
Prince of Monaco; but who of them has 
ever seen His Serene Highness? Who 
troubles to call on Prince Honoré Charles 
Antoine, who rules over four square miles 
with two Secretaries of State, a red and 
white flag and a Consul-General in 
London ? 

Like the Duke of Westminster, who 
eevotes al] his attention to his yacht, the 
(Cutty Sark, while in the Riviera, the 
Prince of Monaco gives rouge et now a 
wide berth in the Riviera, whether the 
tables be at Monte, Nice or Cannes. For 
the most part, he shuts himself up in his 
much rs vo sav: . Do not 
mind me! Amuse yourselves, mesdames, 
messi-urs! Monte Carlo and the Cote 
d’ Azur will provide you with all the thrills 
that you desire” This miniature princi- 
pality boasts 23,000 inhabitants, and every 
year 1t receives 1,500,000 visitors. It has 
heen held by the Genoese’ family, 
Grimald:, since €68.

Swuzerland, which to many people is 
more famous for its goat’s milk and 
watches than for the Geneva Convention— 
what of this comparatively smal] State in 
the heart of Europe!

THE SWISS NAVY! 


To show how ignorant some of the rich 
ones of the earth are about Switzerland, it 
may be pointed out that, on the eve of 
war, a CongTt@ss Committee of the United 
States was inquiring into European arma- 
ments. ‘The military svstem was 
regarded as a model. Britain. had sent a 
Commission, including Labour M.P.’s, to 
study it; but one relentless seeker after 
knowledge in America demanded to know 
the strength of the Swiss Navy! 

When Shakespeare thought 
Bohemia (now Czecho-Slovakia) had a 
sea-board. he made a similar mistake; 
but he lived 7over 300 years ago and had 
not travelled. Nor had he, like the Con- 
man in God’s own country, the 
opportunity to study blue books in the 
Smithsonian Library of Washington. The 
Swiss Navy to us had long been a joke, 
but it was not one for that serious-minded 
man, who was a typical Mr. 
Main street. Nevertheless, 
Switzerland has a national militia of 
45.000. which can be raised to a war 
strength of 250.000: and it has 200 aero- 
planes. Yet the President, who is elected 
annually, is one of the least known of 
the world’s rulers. He might be the 
chairman of some urban district council 
for all the world outside Berne is con- 
Last year Mr. M. G. Motta. who 
was the Foreign Secretary as well as 
President. was never heard of while the 
League of Nations was framing protocols 
by the dozen at Geneva, 
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REPUBLIC IN HILLS. 


Now eonsider San Marino, a small 
republic in the hills, near Runini on the 
Adriatic, with 38 square miles of territory 
and a population of 13,000. It has fewer 
inhabitants to the square mile than 
Monaco ; but it is a most important place 
—one of the most ancient States of 
Europe, having been in existence over 
1,600 years. Yet few people know much 
about it Two Cappitani Regenti (or 
regents) rule over it, and the army of 
1,000 might very well drill in the market- 
place of the corn exchange. It is said to 
have been founded by a pious mason of 
Dalmatia in the fourth century. Yet it 
must not be considered a comic opera 
State. A treaty of extradition was 
solemnly concluded between Britain and 
San Marino about twenty-nine years ago, 
and there is a Consul-General looking 
after the interests of the little State in 
London. Moreover, it has a nice blue 
and white flag with the arms of the 
Republic in the centre. 

The reason why San Marino did not 
declare war on Germany (it was stated at 
the time) was because there had been an 
age-long quarrel between the Republic 
and Wilhelmstrasse, and virtually San 
Marine iegaraed this as a casus belli and 
itself in a state of war. 


ABYSSINIA. 


Abyssinia the country of the Habese in 
North-East Africa, is another mystery 
State. Its ancient history is very un- 
certa'n, but certain it is that 
Chrstiarity was introduced into the 
country by Frumentius. who was conse- 
crated Bishop of Abyssinia by St. 
Athanasius. The ruler is called a Negus, 
a title dating from th» thirteenth century. 

Every nation almost has tried to change 
Abyssinia all throug, the ages—the 
Rom ius, Jews the French, the 
Porvuguese, Itel-an- and English. It has 
iis own chronoloricei system, and, in spite 
© outside interference, this highly culti- 


vated black race of Ethiopia still remains 
peaceful. They are a branch of the Coptic 
Church, and their descendants. claim 


descent from Menelik, the son of Solomon, 
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Mr. C. P. Beater, the well-known Dublin 
architect, whose death is announced to- 
day.

vefore I ever saw or heard of you, and the 
Irish Government is now -vouching for my 
conduct here. Following your suggestions 
and the impressions which you have 
attempted to put into this record that I am 
not properly conducting this investigation on 
behalf of Mrs. Bula Croker, and that these 
gentlemen who are associated with me— 
members of your Bar—are not allowed to 
speak a word, for vour information and for 
the information of the Court in Florida, I 
want to state to you that the reason—which 
is really the thing that is galling you—that 
the reason that these frauds, this manu- 
factured evidence, and this obviously false 
testimony which have heen produced here at 
this time on behalf of the complainants have 
been exposed, is on account of the -general- 
ship of this man, Shannon. He is the man 
who is responsible for exposing all these 
frauds here at this court and at this investi- 
gation, and it is his skill and his guiding 
hand which has brought about our success in 
this investigation. 

“I am wondering, Mr. Wood, which one 
of us will be most criticised when this record 
comes before the judge? I am wondering 
when he reads this mass of corruption which 
is in this record what he will think about 
you" 

Mr. Shannon, addressing Mr. Wood, asked: 
Are vou finished ? 

Mr. Wood made no audible reply. 

Mr. Shannon—It is a matter 

Mr. Wood interrupted, to say: I take it 
that Mr. Shannon, King’s Counsel, subscribes 
to what Mr. Paty has just stated? 

MR. SHANNON, K.C. 

Mr. Shannon said that Mr. Wood had 
invited him to take part in a discussion in 
which his conduct would be placed in public 
to be criticised. He had made charges against 
him there that day and on Monday morning. 
Mr. Wood knew quite well that it was a matter 
for the greatest regret to him—a matter of 
such regret that he could hardly trust himself 
to speak on it—that controversy should have 
arisen as had had arisen in this case. ‘‘You 
know that’ quite well,” he said, ““and I now 
call on you to say that you know it.” 

He paused for a reply, but there was no 
response from Mr. Wood, 

Mr. Shannon, continuing, said that he did 
not feel inclined to discuss with Mr. Wood 
his conduct in the case: The public knew 
his standing and reputation at the Irish Bar, 
and Mr. Wood knew in his -heart that he 
could not be criticised for any professional 
misconduct. Mr. Wood had invited him to 
discuss his conduct in that room. He now 
invited Mr. Wood to discuss all this matter 
before the Bar Council, who had charge 
of the conduct of the Bar. This matter 
would he placed by him before the Bench and 
Bar, who would pass judgment upon it. Mr. 
Wood knew quite well that he did not sub- 
scribe to any person making threats against 
him or any other person, and it was unfair 
of Mr. Wood to call on him, but he thought, 
and he would like only to say this, that he 
knew that Mr. Wood knew quite well that 
everyone knew that what Mr. Paty said there 
on a previous occasion was quite uncalled for, 
and Mr. Paty, he knew, would be the first to 
admit that. The rights of the matter would 
be furnished by him to the Bar Council. 

WELCOMED INQUIRY. 

Mr. Wood said that he would not enter into 
any personal altercation with Irish or 
American counsel for Mrs. Bula Croker. He 
was there with one American counsel, and 
had opposed to him two Irish and three 
American counsel. Against that more or less 
unequal array of advocates he had _ en- 
deavoured to maintain not only the protection 
of the witness, but the professional standing 
of their great profession. He welcomed any 
inquiry, and particularly an inquiry by the 
Council which governed his profession. 

He only wished to say that, having asked 
Mr. Shannon if he subscribed to the charges 
which he had just heard from Mr. Paty on 
that as on several other vccasions when 
vulgar and scurrilous expressions were used 
and challenges and threats made, as would 
appear from the records, he did not in 
any one instance dissociate himself either from 
the challenges or the threats, the vulgarity or 
scurrility, and it would appear that on several 
occasions he associated himself with American 
counsel. He (Mr. Wood) was quite prepared 
at all times to deal with these matters. He 
took on every occasion a considered and 
deliberate course, and he would always con- 
tinue to do so whenever he considered it 
hecessary, 

MR. LICHLITER., 

Mr. Lichliter said that he wanted it noted 
again on the record that he was wiiltng to 
return to America and support the conduct 
ot Mr. Paty in his conducting of these pro- 
ceedings, and state that the remarks of Mr. 
Paty, however ill-advised they may have 
been, were prompted and provoked by the 
scurrilous remarks on the part of the other 
side reflecting not only on Mr. Paty, but upon 
Mr, Paty s and his (Mr. Lichliter’s) standing 
as ofhcers of the American Bar—remarks 
which no real man could do otherwise than 
resent.- He would defend Mr. Paty in the 
matter ot professional conduct betore any 
tribunal. 

Mr. A. V. S. Smith (American counsel for 
the complainants)—‘'] hope also to be in 
attendance in the United States Court in 
Florida and back up everything my associate, 
Mr. Wood, has said.’ 

Mr. Lichliter—I will be

POOR LAW SYSTEM 
DENOUNCED, 
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Resolutions inviting co-operation, with 
a view to securing the vustablishment of 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions, and point- 
ing to the duty of the Government to 
draft a measure with this object. for 
enactment in the next session of Dail 
Eireann, were passed unanimously at a 
public meeting, held under ‘the auspices 
of the Irish Mothers’ Pensions Society. 
last night at 35 Dawson street, Dublin. 

The present Poor Law system was 
denounced by the Rev. E. Saville Hicks 
as demoraliring to those who administer 
it, as well as those who benefit by it. 

Mr. A. Byrne, T.D., said that he was 
satisfied that, if a proposal to give widows 
and orphans pensions were introduced into 
the Dail, there were sufficient members in 
support of it in the House to carry it 
through.

WHERE NORTHERN IRELAND 


STILL LEADS. 


Mr. Laurence O’Neill presided, and there 
was a good attendance. 

Among letters of apology for non-attend- 
ance received was one from Mrs. Marvy 
Cosgrave, a member of the Dublin County 
Council, who stated that she had been in- 
strumental in getting that body to pass a 
resolution supporting mothers’ pensions. She 
had great hopes that the coming year would 
see the introduction of the necessary legis- 
lation in the Dail. 4 

Mr. Thomas O'Donnell, T.D., wrote :—‘ I 
sympathise to the full with your claim for 
pensions for widows whose breadwinners have 
been taken from them, and who have been 
left with young children to fight an impos- 
sible battle against overwhelming odds. 
What Northern Ireland does in humanelv 
providing pensions for widows we in the Free 
State should most certainly strive to do.” 

Mr. John D. Nugent wrote :—‘‘ Surely now 
in the third year since this beneficent pro- 
vision for the widowed mother and the 
orphan was brought into operation in 
Northern Ireland it is but fitting that the 
Free State should no longer lag so painfully 


in the rear in this field of social reform.”’ 


THE POOR LAW SYSTEM. 

The annual report, which was read by Mr. 
J. P. Dunne, secretary, stated that during 
the existence of the Republican Dail the late 
Madame Marckievicz and the late Cathal 
Brugha were earnest adherents of the objects 
of the Irish Mothers’ Pensions’ Society. In 1919 
Mr. Richard (then General) Mulcahy, the 
present Minister for Local Government, also 
promised his support. Now that his official 
position afforded the opportunity they hoped 
for a redemption of that promise. 

The report went on to state that at 
recent Commission of Inquiry into the work- 
ing of the poor laws, the Soeiety tendered 
evidence as to the necessity of divorcing the 
care of the widow and orphan from Poor Law 
control. They were pleased that the Com- 
mission had unanimously recommended in 
favour of a scheme of mothers’ pensions, pay- 
able by the State. 

The Society appealed to the Government 
with

THE HOME IDEAL. 

Sir Wilham Thompson, M.D., in moving 
the adoption of the report, said that the 
report showed what an energetic body such 
as their's, working on such a good cause as 
that ol widows’ pensions, could accomplish 
in a coniparatively short time. The means 
which they had adopted to bring this about

Each home is, so to sneak, a little kingdom 
in itself, where the paternal and _ friendly 
feeling is mutual between parents and 
children, and this may be said to be more so 
when one of the parents, and especially the 
father, is dead. i 

“The public feel that the work of 
that your members will still pursue the same 
energetic course you have done since the in- 
ception of this Society, and. not diminish 
your energies in any way until you have 
accomplished what you set out for—viz., that 
State pensions be provided for all necessitous 
widows and dependent children.” 


SUPPORT IN THE DAIL. | 

Mr- A. Byrne, T.D:, seconded, and sgaid 
that he was satisfied that, if a proposal to 
give widows and orphans pensions was intro- 
duced into the Dail, there were sufficient 
members in support of it in the House to 
carry it through. He was aware that the 
authorities were: not unfriendly to such a 
scheme, and: he expressed ‘the hope that the 
Society would not slacken in any way in their 
efforts to bring sucn a scheme to a head. 
No one could stand over or attempt to justify 
the present totally inaaequate treatment given 
to widows and orpnans by the poor law 
system. (Applause.) 

Continuing, Mr. Byrne said that one of the 
charitable institutions looking after the poor 
of Dublin some years ago was in credit to 
the extent of £20,000 or £30,000, and now 
it had a deficit of £5,000 or £5,000. That 
showed that some people were neclecting 
their duties. Did the authority responsible 
for the levying of rates for the Dublin poor 
law system disbelieve the inspectors appointed 
by the Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers’ 
Society and the St. Vincent de Paul Society? 
If not, why did they not help adequately the 
people whom these inspectors had to recom- 
mend to their societies for relief? (Applause.) 


THE GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 

The Rev. P. J. Gannon, $8.J.. moved — 
“ That, in view of the unanimous declaration 
in favour of the establishment of mothers’ 
pensions, embodied in the Poor Law Commis- 
sion’s report, we consider it the duty of the 
Government to draft a legislative measure 
with this object, for enactment in the next 
session of Dail Ejireann.’’ 

When he examined the problem, he said, 
he came to the conclusion that the Govern- 
ment should enter seriously into consideration 
of it, and see whether it was possible to help 
widows in straitened circumstances. . The 
State had to look upon the matter as to the 
effect upon rates and taxes. At present the 
burden fell upon the charitable people of the 
country. The State could get at those Shy- 
lock-spirited people who were not charitable. 

If the Poor Law Commission had decided 
that it was for the Government to deal with 
this matter, then it was for the Government 
to put it into practical effect, or to show 
good reason why it should not be put into 
practice. A beginning would involve ex- 
pense that might be difficult to meet on the 
part of the Government. 

BREAKING UP FAMILIES. 

The Rev. E. Savell Hicks, M.A., who 
seconded, said that he agreed with Father 
Gannon that the only way out of the difficulty 
was for the Government to face the task, anda 
distribute the burden as equally as possible. 
Over a million was spent annually on poor 


law in the Free State, and charitable societies 
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administered sums up to £200,000, and this 
overlapping was useless. 

The present poor law system was damn- 
able—it was demoralising to those who ad- 
ministered it, as well as to those who re- 
ceived the relief. (Applause.) It was re- 
sponsible for breaking up any family it got 
its grip on. As to the question of boarding. 
out children, why should they be given to 
strangers and hot to the mothers, che were 
the proper people to look after them? 

They asked the Government to have the 
courage of their real conviction and do what 
was right, just and necessary. He believed 
what was advocated by the Society would 
prove economic for the Government, because 
every healthy individual reared was an asset 
to the State. (Applanse.' 

MR. THOMAS JOHNSON. 

Mr. T. Johnson, ex-T.D.. supporting the 
resolution, said that, apart from questions of 
charitable feelings, but on the grounds of 
financial economy, it was right and proper 
that a scheme of widows’ pensions should be 
inaugurated as soon as_ possible. 

The Secretary had referred to the declara- 
tion of the 1919 Dail, that “it shall be the 
duty of the Government of the Republic to 
make provision for the physical. mental and 
spiritual well-being of the childven.”’ This 
could best be done by providing employment 
for the father while alive, and by a pension 
for the mother when the bread-winner died. 

On the mere question of the material 
welfare of the State, it was a scheme that 
they must press forward to the full. (Ap- 
plause.) He believed that every party would 
give the Society formal assent that the pro- 
posal was a right and good one. There 
would he the cry, however: ‘‘Is the time 
opportune—can we afford it?” That would 
he a confession that they were determined 
to allow themselves to get into a worse posi- 
tion than either Northern Ireland or Great 
Britain on such an important social ques- 
tion. (Applause.) 

The motion was passed with acclamation. 

CO-OPERATION INVITED. 

Professor Mary Havden moved a resolution, 
inviting the co-operation of all branches of 
political, working class and women’s organisa- 
tions in bringing pressure to bear on the Go- 
vernment and members of Oireachtas, in 
order to secure immediate establishment of 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions. 

They were, she said, not asking the Go- 
vernment to go to any additional expense ; In 
fact, they were showing the Government how 
to economise. It would be cheaper -to allow 
the children to remain at home with their 
mothers, with an adequate allowance for their 
maintenance. She also thought that provi- 
sion should be made for training the children 
in some skilled trade. | 

Miss Helena Moloney seconded. Some- 
thing, she was sure, would be done when the 
Government felt that it had the sense of the 
country behind it. 

The motion “was passed. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman brought 
the meeting to a close.

IN DUBLIN. 


VISITORS FROM ACROSS THE 
CHANNEL. 

There was a large attendance in the Moles- 
worth Hall, Dublin, where the conference was 
held under the presidency of Mrs. Ronald 
Murray, and the proceedings opened with a 
silent tribute to the fallen, all oe 

“It is with great pleasure that I welcome 
you, the delegates of the seventeen branches 
of the Women’s Section of the British Legion 
in the Irish Free State, to this, your first 
annual conference,” General Sir W. Hickie 
said, in addressing the meeting. ‘‘I extend 
a hearty welcome, in your name, to Mrs. 
Ronald Murray and Miss Gerds, who have 
come from across the Channel to help us.” 

There were many reasons, he said, why 
branches of the Women’s Section should 
exist. Of the two principal reasons, the first 
was because a very large number of women 
took an active part in the war, and the 
second because the help of the women's 
branches was needed. The Central Branch. 
the godmothers, and some other devoted 
workers, had, within the last six months, 
enabled them to pay off all liabilities, and 
to commence the year with an actual balance 
to their credit. ‘Thcir enthusiasm, their en 
couragement and tier assistance, however, 
outweighed any financial advantages. 


OBJECTS OF THE LEGION, 

‘It would be quite wrong,’ proceeded 
Sir William, ‘‘if I were to attempt to dic- 
tate to you any policy as regards your future, 
or as regards the procedure of this con- 
ference. The more original your ideas, plans 
and activities the better will be the final re- 
eult. I would, however, suggest to you 
that. in the deliberations at this and at all 
other meetings of branches of women’s sec- 
tions, you should bear in mind the three 
main objects for which the Legion exists. 
They are:—Firstly, to keep fresh and in 
honour the memory of our dead; secondly, 
to cement those bonds of comradeship and 
friendship first formed in battle and hard- 
ship during the Great War; and, lastly, to 
help those who, through ill-health, unem- 
ployment or ba dluck, have fallen on evil 
times.” 

In the fulfilment of every one of these three 
objects the assistance of women was invalu- 
able. There were many women in Ireland 
who had worked continuously for those ob- 
jects for the last ten years, and many others 
whose sympathies were with them, but who 
had not yet joined the British Legion. There 
were several counties in the Irish Free State in 
which. no branch had yet been established. 
Those matters would, doubtless, receive. tlie 
consideration of the Council. 

Mrs. Murray spoke of the great ldss sus- 
tained by the British Legion in the death of 
Earl Haig. Their duty was to carry on in 
the way he carried on, and to do all they 
could for the ex-Service men and their de- 
pendents throughout the Kingdom. 


PROGRESS IN FREE STATE. 

After reading a telegram of regret for in- 
ability to attend from Lady Edward 
Churchill, who was to have presided, Mrs. 
Murray said that the Legion had made won- 
dertul progress recently. On the 30th of 
last September there were 700 branches, and 
on the 3lst of January there were 738 
branches. Of those, 17 were in 
Southern Ireland. ‘ine Women’s’ Sec- 
tion here was started only 1X 
months ago, and no area in England 
could beat them for rapidity in formation ol 
branches; several oí the bratiches had 200 
members already. They must ‘not let their 
enthusiasm stop at making a good beginning. 
As they got on they would encounter dith- 
culties, and that was wuen their mettle was 
really proved, and whether they were in 
earnest about things or not. ‘If you tackle 
your difficulties in the true Legion spirit,’ 
declared Mrs. Murray, “in the true constitu- 
tional way, you will pull through.” 

Mr. M. Nolan, vice-chairman of the 
British Legion, said that for many years the 
ladies who now tormed the Women’s Section 
had done an enormous amount of work in the 
area. He had no hesitation in saying that 
without their work the position of the ex- 
Service men would be infinitely worse than 
it was to-day. They had worked on relief 
committees and local benevolent committees 
for many years. The Legion had spent during 
the past year £140,000, and the United Ser- 
vices Fund £25,000 in relief. The ladies were 
responsible for the administration of that 
money for the relief of distress in the area, 

TO PREVENT ANOTHER WAR. 

“We want,’ he said, ‘‘to ensure, as far as 
lies in our power, that we will never be 
plunged into another war like the last. Those 
who have had some experience of that war 
do not want any other grea incentive to try 
to prevent a future war. The women have 
suffered, and in many cases suffered as much 
as the men. Those who remained at home 
and who had relatives in the army must have 
suffered years of agony. Ky the memory of 
those years you can help to add your voices 
and your weight to those of the men in trying 
to prevent such unother holocaust,’’ 

Miss Niven Gerds, Headquarters Represen- 
tative, in speaking of branch administration, 
said one of the things to be avoided was the 
“one man show.’’ Everyone should take a pa:t 
in the movement and not expect the chairman 
and secretary to do all the work. 

Pensions, Miss Gerds said, had become very 
much a women’s question. There were very 
few applications from men on account of the 
seven vears limit, but the Ministry of Pensions 
would still consider exceptional cases. ‘We 
have,” she said, “the assurance of Head 
quarters of the Legion that they only know of 
one case outside the seven years’ limit which 
they considered expectional which they have 
rot heen able to get through. Concessions 
have been gained by the Legion which ensured 
pensions to 5,000 widows who would other- 
wise not have received a penny.”’ 


EMPLOYMENT COMMITTEES. 

Major Tynan advised the delegates to call 
general meetings in their own branches when 
they went home and to give an outline of 
what they had heard at the conference, ancl 
then, if possible, to wet in touch with others 
outside the district to form other branches. 
He paid a tribute to the businesslike methods 
of the ladies. He wished they could get a 
little more of their energy and enthusiasm 
into the men’s branches. 

There were, he said, many war orphans 
in the Free State to-day whom nobody knew 
anvthing about; after they were done. with 
the Pensions Ministry they were left on their 
own. If the Women’s Sections were properly 
organised into employment committees fifty 
times more good could be done for the ex- 
Service men than was done by issuing money 
in the wav of relief. 

Lady Greer, O.B.E.. Newbridge, was 
elected as representative to serve on the 
Central Committee of the Women’s Section.

No fairer offer could have been made; 
yet hardly had Sir John Simon s letter 
been published when the leaders of the:

They 
know that, but for the British Army in 
India, Hindu and Moslem would be at one 
another’s throats to-morrow, and the virile 
tribes from the North-West would sweep 
down on the Punjab like a pack of 
wolves. They know that India, bereft of 
British guidance, would be reduced to a 
condition of social and political chaos in 
a month. Yet they continue to attack 
the British connection and to prate of 
independence. Sir John Simon has 
done his best, and next - move 
rests with the Indians themselves. If 
they agree to co-operate with the Com- 
mission and to facilitate its inquiries, we 
have no doubt that the political ability of 
Sir John Simon will produce a report on 
which a good working scheme of Home 
Rule can be based. If, on the other hand, 
they allow the folly of a handful of 
malcontents to smash the Commission, they 
will get nothing, and will deserve no 
more.

** Tankette.”” 


Tf the British Army once “swore 
horribly in Flanders,’ the Army Council 
makes amends to-day by its support of 
good English. It has decided to suppress 
the term “ tankette’’ in favour of “light 
tank.” ‘“‘ Tankette’’ was an abomination. 
“ Light tank ” is intelligible, dignified, and 
accords with the military tradition that 
enriches “ lignt infantry’’ and “light 
horse.” Henceforward it. will distinguish 
the tank controlled by one man or by two 
men from the eleven-ton standard Vickers 
tank. “Tankette’’ is among the latest 
of those diminutive terms which, beginning 
with “‘suffragette,’”” have come into 
popular use during the present century. 
They have marked simultaneously the 
decline of the English language and the 
decline of English manners; for they are 
significant of the modern man’s changed 
attitude to the modern woman. The 
diminutives of the Greek and Latin poets 
were little flowers of speech, tender, 
delicate and playful. These new diminv- 
tives in English are informed, for the most 
part, with a vulgar jocosity; they reek 
with the familiarity that breeds contempt. 
Now “‘ suffragette ' has been superseded by 
‘flapper’; and, though the facilis 


descensus is charged with warning, no 
earnest leader of any women’s movement 
shows the least alarm. The Army Council 
has set a good example, and the joint 
action of all the great. departments 
might do something to stop the rot; but 
in this case, alas! the language’s worst 
foes are those of its own household. 
Nearly all the slang terms, the pert 
abbreviations, the ‘‘slick’’ Americanisms 
are thrust into the popular mouth by the 
very newspapers for which a high standard 
of written English ought to be a sacred 
trust. .The cinematograph is another 
potent enemy of decent English. It 
parades in jts titles and sub-titles the 
mongrelised English of American cities 
and a spelling which not merely conflicts 
with English orthography, but ignores 
centuries of history in the written word. 
Thus what the schools teach by day the 
cinematograph unteaches by night. Here, 
however, the two Irish States have the 
remedy in their own hands. They can 
refuse to sanction films in all cases where 
producers or exhibitors have not taken the 
trouble to respect the English language. 


Stolen Bacilli. 


Jules Verne, whose centenary occurred 
yesterday, imagined the airship and the 
submarine, and his dreams of fifty years 
ago are the facts of to-day. Mr. H. G. 
Wells is another literary prophet whose 
visions have come true—though in the 
region of political speculation he has made 
some shocking blunders. Many years ago 
Mr. Wells wrote a short story called 
“The Stolen Bacillus.”’ It described the 
frantic search for a man who had stolen 
a tube of bacilli that was supposed to 
contain hideous and devastating forms of 
bottled death. To-day Hull is enjoying— 
or suffering—the sensation of a like peril 
at large in its streets. Last week a 
number of guinea pigs was stolen from 
the pathological department of the Hull 
Royal Infirmary. Three of them were 
inoculated with the bacilli of tuberculosis. 
The police at once instituted a vigorous 
search, in which the citizens have given 
them a whole-hearted support. It seems 
that guinea pigs are popular pets in Hull, 
and that, last Saturday, many of them 
were purchased in the local: market. To 
the new owners all the little creatures— 
on which in happier circumstances, no 
doubt, a warm affection would have been 
lavished—became dreadfully suspect as 
soon as the report of the theft was 
published. Anxious men, women and 
children brought them to the Infirmary 
for purposes of identification, and the 
trained eye of science actually identified 
one of the infected beasts. The other two 
are still at large, but the hunt is hot and 
the police are hopeful. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Wells’s story ended 
without tragedy: the hasty thief had 
snatched a ‘‘culture’’ which merely 
turned him blue in spots. We hope that 
the Hull will have a not more 
serious ending. The discovery of the 
missing animals not only would relieve 
the public mind, but would the 
characters of Hull’s whole population of 
guinea pigs.

MR. TREVELYAN THOMSON, M.P. 


Mr. Trevelyan Thomson, M.P., who under- 
went a serious operation lately, died in 
London yesterday morning, in his fifty-third 
year. Mr. Thomson had been Liberal meta: 
ber for Middlesborough West since December, 
1918. Born at Stockton-on-Tees, where his 
father was an ironfounder and merchant, he 
was educated at the Friends’ School, Ack- 
worth, and at Bootham, York. Early in life 
he joined his father’s business, and he had 
been associated with it ever since, 

He served overseas, in the ranks of the 
Royal Engineers, from 1917 to 1918, MY. 
Thomson had been a member of the Middles- 
borough County Borough Council since 1904, 
and was appointed a Justice of the Peace in 
1912. He was a member of the Education 
Committee and a governor of the Middles- 
borough High School. 

Mr. Trevelyan Thomson had taken a very 
active part in the Toc. H. movement. His 
death will cause a by-election in Middles- 
borough West, where the prospective candi- 
dates are Councillor Stanley Sadler, Conser- 
vative, and Councillor Ellis, of Bradford, 
Labour. At the last election Mr. Trevelyan 
Thomson was returned unopposed. 


MR. J. A. LEIGHTON. 


The death is announced of Mr. John A. 
Leighton, a well-known Belfast solicitor, at 
his residence, Springbrook, Ballycarry, 
County Antrim, in his eighty-ninth year, Mr. 
Leighton came of a family associated with 
the law for manv generations. His father was 
John Murray Leighton, Writer to the Signet, 
Glasgow. He was associated with the Volun- 
teer movement from tts earnest days, until 
he came to Ireland in the early ‘seventies. 
He was once engaged with a number of 
young Glasgow men, including Bennett Bur- 
leigh, afterwards war correspondent, in a 
proposed expedition to free Crete from the 
Turk, but the expedition was abandoned 
owing to the death of an eccentric old Glas- 
gow merchant who was financing it.

NEW ENGLISH JUDGE. 


A BY-ELECTION IN ST. IVES. 


The following official announcement was 
issued from the Lord Chancellor’s Office, 
Lendon, last night :— 

‘The King has approved the appointment 
of John Anthony Hawke, K.C., to. be a 
Judge of the High Court of Justice, King’s 
Bench Division, in the room of Sir John 
Sankey.’’ 

Although Mr. Hawke’s name was men- 
tioned several months ago in connection with 
one of the two judgeships which Parliament 
is to be asked to. sanction, the announcement 
of his elevation to the bench last night came 
as a surprise. He was sworn in yesterday 
afternoon before the official announcement 
was made. To-day he will preside over 
Lincoln Assizes, in place of d Justice 
Sankey, whose promotion to the Court of 
Appeal was announced on Monday last. 

Wearing the usual full-bottomed wig and 
gown, Mr. Hawke took the oath in “a. Gord 
Chief Justice's Court. Lord Hew: 100k 
hands with him, and congratalated him cn 
his appointment. Good wishes were also 
extended to him by barrister friends. 

Mr. Justice Hawke, who is fifty-nine years 
of age, was called to the Bar in 1892, and 
took silk in 1913. He was Recorder of Ply- 
mouth for many years, and was also Attor- 
ney-General to the Prince of Wales.

TIME LIMIT.

STRANGE SCENES. 


URGENT APPEAL TO

Tha waters of Lough Coriib, the second 
iargest lake in Ireland, have risen to an 
abnormal height and have flooded Jarge 
tracts of County Galway. Serious flooding 
also has occurrel in the vicinity of Lough 
Mask. 

Lough Corrib’s outlet, the River Corrib, 
which flows for four miles south-east of the 
lake to Galway city, has overflowed its 
tanks and inundated wide areas on either 
side. Widespread damage also has been 
caused by the flooding of the Clare, Cregg 
and other tributary rivers.

EXTENT OF FLOODS. 


REVELATIONS AT 
DRAINAGE BOARD'S 
MEETING, 


Thi. Corrib floods have inundated large 
tracts of country between Galway and 
Headford on the one side and Galway and 
Moycullen on the other. The waters of 
the lake have encroached upon the Galway- 
Headtorad road on one side, while the 
Clare and Cregg rivers, tributaries of the 
Corrih, bave overflowed their banks. on the 
other, so thas the road appears to run 
across the centre of the lake. 

At Carrabrown, about six miles. from 
Galway, the waters are up to the doors of 
the farmers’ houses, and small boats are 
moored on the thresholds. A dwelling- 
house which has had to be abandoned 
stands in the midst of a clump of trees 
entirely surrounded by water. 

Lands are also submerged in the 
Anglingham, Annaghdown, Kilconna and 
adjacent districts. 

The rush of water in the River Corrib; 
at Galway, has compelled the opening of 
some of the canal sluice gates, 


WHAT COULD BE DONE. 

A special meeting of the Corrib, Mask 
and Corra Drainage Board was held in the 
Town Hall, Galway, to-day, presided over 
by the Rey. Nicholas. Donnelly, parish 
priest, Moycullen, and attended by three 
Fianna Fail members of Dail Eireann, 
Messrs. Frank Fahy, Thomas Powell and 
Stephen Jordan. 

Mr. H. McCloryv, secretary and engineer, 
outlined the scheme for the drainage ol 
the Corrib at a £100,000, which 
had been presented io the Board of Works, 
but said that for fifteen or twenty 
thousand pounds a rood deal of work could 
at once be done to relieve the flooding. 
Fifteen thousand acres of land would be 
reclaimed by the drainage of the Cormb, 
which has a catchment area of 780,000 
acres—the largest in Ireland. 

Mr. Powell said that when he raised the 
question in the Dail he was told that the 
scheme was not an economic:one, but anv 
that kept people at home and 
saved lives was economic. President 
Cosgrave, in connection with the Barrow 
rainage, haa said that his main purpose 
in dealing with it was to make the people 
healthy. It seemed to him (Mr. Powell) 
that a 'ot of people in Dublin wanted 
to keep the West as a place for people to 
come along and marvel that the in- 
habitants could exist in such conditions. 

Mr. Jordan suggested that the scheme 
Turloughmore, costing 
should be suspended, and the 
work begun at the mouth of the river in 
Galway, as, by cleaning the rivers higher 
up, they were only adding to the flooding 
of the rivers near the lake.

Business men went cut -to luncheon 
without: overcoats, and the warmth and 
bright. sunshine of fhe .greater part of the 
day made one imagine that the winter 
was over.

Dail Eireann will assemble next Wed- 
nesday for what promises to be a strenuous 
session. 

Last session probably more time was 
devoted to debates on tariffs than to any- 
thing else. Fianna Fail believes that 
prosperity cán be woa for the Free State 
by the erection of tariff walls, and is 
determined ‘to keep this subject in the 
front, although everything that can be said 
about it has been said a score of times 
during the past few months. Mr. Sean 
Lemass has tabled the following resolu- 
tion :— 

‘* That the Dail is of upimion that the Tariff 
Commission, as at present constituted, is 
unsuitable for dealing expeditiously with 
applications received for the imposition of 
tarifis, and should be replaced by a .Com- 
mission, consisting of five members, who 
should have a knowledge of agricultural and 
industrial conditions (of whom one should be 
a qualified accountant), appointed by the 
Executive Council, with the approval of the 
Dail, and to hold office for a stated period ; 

“That, the Commission thus constituted 
should have power to investigate the condi- 
tions existing in any industry in regard to 
its need for protection against foreign 
competition, and should make recommenda- 
tions to the Executive Council as to how the 
benefite derived from the measure of protec- 
tion afforded to any trade can be shared by 
the consumers ; : 

“ That, for the purposes of its inquiries, 
the Commission should be empowered to 
enforce the attendance of witnesses, and to 
examine them on oath; 

“That the Commission report to the 
Executive Council, which shall publish such 
reports within three months of their presenta 
tion, if so requested by the Commission.’’ 


LABOUR’S PROPOSAL. 


Mr. Lemass s motion is certain to meet 
with strong opposition. i ey oe 
O'Connell, on behalf of the Labour Party, 
has tabled the following amendment :— 

‘To delete all words after the word 
‘opinion’ in the firát line. and add the 
words: ‘ That the ‘Jariff Commisson Act 
should be amended. go as to provide that the 
members constifutins. the Commission shall 
devote their whole time to the work of the 
Commission ; : 

“That the Commission constituted after 
amendment of the Act should have power (in 
addition to the powers given by the existing 
Act) — 

‘*(1)On the submission of 
by, or through, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, or the Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture, of on its own initiative, 
to investigate the position of any 
industry, and the possibilities of foster- 
ing such industry, or protecting it 
against foreign competition ; 

“ (2) To report on the probable effect of 
methods of assisting and protecting any 
industry by methods other than Customs 
duties; 

‘(3)To report on the safeguards 
required or desirable to ensure a satis- 
factory standard of working conditions 
for employés in any industry to which 
assistance or protection may be given.” 

There is likely to be a critical division 
on the Labour Party's motion about old 
age pensions. Mr. Cosgrave has promised 
to give time tor the debate before the 
Budget is introduced. The motion is as 
follows:—‘‘ That, in the opinion of the 
Dail, the law relating to old age pensions 
and hlind persons’ pensions should be 
amended so as to restore the statutory 
rates of pensions and conditions governing 
payment of same to the level in operation 
before the passing of the Old Age Pensions 
Act, 1924, and that provision should be 
made in the next budget to enable this to 
be done.” :

Messrs. P. J. Ruttledge and Frank 
Aiken, of the Fianna Fail Party, have 
yviven notice of the following motion:- 
“That a Select Committee to be nominated 
by the Committee of Selection be set up 
forthwith with power to review the cases 
of all prisoners who claim that their cases 
arise out of the civil war or apart from 
strictly legal considerations have a

A question that has been receiving con- 
siderable attention from the Labour Party 
is the position of railway workers who 
have lost their employment since the 
amalgamation of the Free State railways. 

The following notice of motion has been 
tabled by Mr. W. Davin :—* That, in the 
opinion of the Dail, the Railways (Exist- 
ing Officers and Servants) Act, 1926, tends 
to place railway employés rendered re- 
dundant through railway amalgamations 
and absorptions under a serious legal 
disability, as disclosed by the results ef 
the numerous cases dealt with by the 
arbitrator since June; 1926. and in the 
important statement of the said arbitrator 
in giving judgment in an important test 
ease, and should, therefore, be repealed 
or amended so as to remove the aforesaid 
disability.”

PRISONERS. 


Government's legislative —pro- 
gramme includes’ bills dealing with 
arterial drainage and the collection of 
rates direct from landlords in respect of 
tenancies under £6 valuation. The Local 
Government Minister will introduce a bill 
to facilitate local bodies in disposing of 
surplus buildings, such as workhouses. 

The Minister for Agriculture (Mr. P. 
Hogan) will bring in a bill seeking powers 
to deal with the import of pork in much 
the same fashion as he has already dealt 
with butter and eggs. There will also be 
a bill to provide for the better regulation 
of co-operative societies. 

Another bill that will receive close 
attention is the Forestry Bill. In this 
connection it is worth recalling that Mr. 
R. C. Forbes, of the Department of 
Forestry, recently pointed out that there 
were 240,000 acres planted in the Free 
State and 220,000 acres were still in the 
hands of private owners. Nothing would 
please the Department better than that 
private forestry should be kept up. The 
State would try to help the private owner, 
not only in planting, but in maintaining 
woods. In Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland the private owner is given a grant 
of from £2 to £4 an acre for planting 
woods. 


SENATE ELECTIONS. 


Other bills on the stocks are the 
Dentists Bill, upon which a joint com- 
mittee of both Houses is at present 
sitting, and a bill to alter the system of 
triennial elections for the Senate. The 
lattey measure is of some urgency in view 
of the Senate election in the autumn this 
year. In connection with this, Senator 
J. T. O'Farrell has given notice that at 
the first meeting of the Senate. he will 
propose :— 

“ That it is expedient that a joint com- 
mittee of five members of Dail Eireann 
and five members of Seanad Eireann be 
set up to consider and report on the 
changes, if any, necessary in the Consti- 
tution, and powers of and methods of 
election to Seanad Eireann. ' 

The Government wil] also, no doubt, 
push forward speedily the bil! introduced 
last session to abolish the Article of the 
Constitution which provides for the initia- 
tion of legislation by petition of electors. 
Ths measure will be bitterly opposed by 
the Fianna Fail party, which already has 
a petition ready, backed by 75,000 
electors asking that the necessary 
machinery for initiation of legislation be 
set up in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion.

DELHI, Wednesday. 

Just as the Viceroy’s action, in giving 
the political leaders confidential informa 
tion in advance as to the appointment of 
the Simon Commission, enabled them to 
issue hostile manifestoes simultaneously 
with the subsequent public announce- 
ment, so a leakage of the news on Mon- 
day, that the Commission was to issue a 
statement on Tuesday about its proce- 
dure, enabled the Congress party 
managers and their satellites by a great 
rush to issue a hostile announcement 
alongside of Sir John Simon's letter to 
the Viceroy, proposing that he should 
preside over a joint free -onfersuce of 
seven British and seven Irdian members. 

The text of the Chairman's letter was 
issued to the Press at 5.30 last evening, 
and to members of the Legislature con- 
siderably later, but a meeting, summoned 
in advance, of a few leaders of prominence 
In the Congress—Caliphatist, Hindu, 
Mahasabha and _ Responsivist parties, 
with some Moslem and Hindu. followers 
of Mr. Jinna—was held in time for the 
overnight issue, through a news agency, 
of the resolution, which, without giving 
any reason, asserted that the objections 
to the constitution of the Commission and 
its scheme of inquiry were not affected 
by the Commission statements, and re 
asserted the determination of the various 
signatories to have nothing to do with 
the Commission at any stage or in any 
form. 

The brief overnight manifesto of the 
malcontents is widely regarded as having 
been issued merely to keep the boycott 
going, while its chief instigators prepare 
a new and more elaborate manifesto in 
favour of so doing, based on Sir John 
Simon’s letter, which has given immense 
satisfaction to more moderate elements 
and the Moslems. 

Sir Sankaran Nair this afternoon pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Parliamentary 
Party of Non-Officials, composed of Hindu 
and Moslem members of the Council of 
State, which passed, for presentation to 
the Commission, a resolution requesting

PROPOSAL. 


The House of Commons rises as a rule wiih 
so sure a dignity to the occasion when it has 
to deplore’ the death of a great public servant 
that yesterday's proceedings cannot but leave 
an unfortunate impression, remarks T'Ww 
Times editorially.

Treatv is the model to be used; and, 
secondly, its must be accepted as represent 
ing the extreme limit of advance along the 
line of arbitration at present likely to secure 
ratification from the Senate. 

The preamble, about which so much has 
Leen heard, describes the contracting parties 
as desirous to prevent, so far as in their 
power lies, any interruption in peaceful rela 
tions, to reaffirm their adherence to the policy 
cf submitting to impartial decision all justt- 
ciable controversies, and eager by their ex- 
ample not only to demonstrate their condem 
nation of war as an instrument of national

KINGSTOWN , CONFERENCE. 
“In the Town Hall, Kingstown, last night a 
conference of representatives of the public 
bodies in South County Dublin was held to 
consider, the question of unemployment in the 
Rathdown Union area. 

The Chairman (Mr. A. W. Cullen, Chair- 
man of the.Rathdown Guardians), said that 
they had met to consider what. arrangements 
could be made by which money would not be 
given away, for nothing, as was done in out- 
door relief. They had been; spending £600 a 
month on rélief in Kingstown. Some sugges- 
tion might be made to have legislation intro- 
duced which would provide for the construc- 
tion- of works of public,utjlity. It had been 
decided to put Section 13: of the Poor Law 
Act into force, which: would cost about 
£2,000, and they would get no return for it. 

Mrs. Cosgrove said that she had been in- 
formed that there were 689 unemployed on 
the Labour Exchange in Kingstown, and from 
another source she had it that they numbered 

. 

The Chairman said that the Guardians had 
estimated £11,500 for outdoor relief during 
the coming year. 

Mr. Downey said that if the urban councils 
eould get loans for a long term at a cheap 
rate of interest they could-undertake works 
of utility. In Blackrock they could spend 
£25,000 on their. roads,. and thev also wished 
to have a marine promenade from Blackrock 
Raths to the Strand road at Merrion. 

HOUSING AND ROADS, 

Mr. Devitt (Kingstown), said that thev re- 
quired £50.000 for housing in their township 
and £15,000 for roads. Inder the Trustee 
Act, the stock issued by Kingstown Council 
could not be classed as a Trustee 
because the population was under 40,000. He 
would .suggest that the law should be 
amended so as to allow districts like Kings- 
town to have their stock classed as trustee 
security; or otherwise that there should be a 
Government guarantee belnnd the stock of 
local authorities.

The magistrates who sit in the Antrim 
Petty Sessions Court have severely criticised 
the Motor Vehicles. Traffic and Regulation 
Act passed recently by the Northern Parlia- 
ment. They regard the conditions imposed 
on the owners and drivers ‘of public service 
vehicles .too onerous, and “have passed a re- 
solution expressing surprise that under Sec- 
tidn 10 of the Act the term “ public service 
vehicle ’’« did not include tramcars. Two 
classes of offences came before them for. cver- 
crowding and ‘driving at a speed in excess of 
20 ‘miles per hour. With regard to over- 
crowding, they thought the terms of Section 
13 of the Act very drastic, inasmuch as both 
owner and conductor were punishable fer the 
same offence. As must be well known to the 
Northern Minister of Home Affairs, cases 
varied in gravity, yet their jurisdiction to 
differentiate between cases of extreme gravity 
and technical breaches had been seriously 
hampered by the terms of the law. 

In their opinion, the penalties: were too 
harsh, and they had evidence of public dis- 
satisfaction, and the feeling that an im- 
portant and useful form of public locomotion 
was being, not merely prosecuted for offences 
against the Act, but actually persecuted. The 
magistrates asked for a greater discretion by 
an amendment of the law. They were of 
opinion that,” Section 13 might be safely re- 
pealed, and that Section 11 of 14 and 15 Vic- 
topia was sufficiently strong to safeguard the 
public. 

With regard to offences for speeding, they 
held no brief for persons driving to the 
danger of the public, but, in their opinion, 
the terms of Regulation. 75, Article ó, 
although of recent date, were retrograde, 
having regard to the safe method of. con- 
struction and the ease with which present- 
day motor vehicles could be handled: They 
thought Section 1 of the Act should be suffi- 
cient to’ ensure the public safety, and that 
Regulation 75, Article 3, should be cancelled.

AN ADVENTURE ON AN 
ENGLISH ROAD. 


There was a sequel in the King’s Bench 
Division, London, yesterday to an adventure 
on the Ripley road, Surrey, a year ago, m 
which Mr. F. A. Mitchell: Hedges, the ex- 
plorer, was concerned. He sued the London 
Express Newspapers, Ltd., for alleged libels 
published in the Daily Hxpress on January 
21 and 22, 1927. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the plain- 
tiff, said that the hbel alleged that he had 
perpetrated on the public a hoax, and had 
played a trick on them, and the result of 
such an allegation, if true, would be very 
damaging, if not fatal, to his prospects, he 
being recognised as one of the greatest of 
modern explorers, mainly in Central Africa. 

After a busy day lecturing and broad- 
casting in London on January 14 last year 
he dined at the National Liberal Club, and 
accompanied by a friend, Mr. Colin Edgell, 
set out to motor to Sandbanks, near Bourne- 
mouth, where his wife and child were living. 
When the car got beyond Cobham it was 
stopped, and a man, i out of the 
darkness, said another man had been injured 
down a lane. At the plaintiff’s request his 
chauffeur went down to investigate, and. as 


he did not return the plaintiff and his friend 


went after him. Some men jumped out. 
There was a short“ indeterminate sort» of 
skirmish, and the attackers. ran away. . . 

The chauffeur, who was found bound with 
ropes, was released, and the car was drivén 
to Guildford, where information was given 
to the police. Mr. Hedges returned to Lon- 
don, and shortly after it was suggested the 
hold-up was a hoax.

“The truth about ‘Battle on the Ripley 
Road’ is that it was planned -as -a-pubtiety 
enterprise for the identifying device known 
as the ‘Monomark.’ The originator of the 
conspiracy was Mr. Clifford Bagot-Gray, who 
kept the joke going whén the Sunday 
Express had anticipated the denouement by 
introducing himself to the 
of a gang of young Liberal desperadoes.’

MINERS’ WAGES CUT. 


“ KEEPING NORTHUMBER- 
LAND PITS OPEN.” 


As a result of the finding of Mr. P. M. 
Dodds, the independent Chairman of 
the Northumberland County Mining 
Wages Board, miners in the county wil! 
suffer a big cut in wages. The minimum 
on basis wages’ will be reduced from 
eighty per cent. to forty per cent., which 
will mean a reduction of slightly more 
than 2s. per shift to men whose basis is 
5s. 6d. per shift. The subsisteneé® wace 
of 6s. 94d. per shift remains unaltered 

“ The award may seem hard at first to 
the workmen,’’ said a mine-owner last 
night, ‘‘ but it will keep pits working 
that otherwise would close down, and 
work will be more regular. The pits can 
not make a profit yet, but better tin 
may come.’’

Daniel Grogan, a herd, who said that he 
had nine and a half acres of land, which he 
got from. the ' Back to the Land Associa- 
tion, stated Saat he let grazing to the 
prisoner at Dunboyne. He was employed 
bv Mr. Taplevy in May, June and July of 
last vear, and went with him to Engine Alley 
to see a cow -which Gorry had for sale. ‘The 
wtiness told Tapley that the cow was worth 
only £14. Gorry wanted £16, but ulti 
mately sold the cow for £14. : 

The Witness then described 
transactions. 

Mrs. Tapley, wife of the prisoner, said 
that she had nothing to do with the purchase 
of the cattle until the 14th of July, when 
Gorry called, saying that he had a springer 
in the market that he could not sell, and that 
he had put the animal in the field near the 
“anal for Mr. Tapiey to see, as he thought 
that it would suit him. Mr. Tapley was not at 
home, but she went and saw the cow, which, 
after some bargaining, she bought fer £15. 
Her husband afterwards told her that she 
paid too much for the animal. The letter 
(produced) from Gorry was genuine. 

Miss Sarah’ Tapley stated that after her 
father’s arrest, two Guards called and asked 
her whether they might look at her father’s 
cheque books. She declined to allow them, 
and said that they should see Mr. Coulter. 

“NOT GUILTY.” 

Mr. Sherry, addressing the jury for the 
defence, said that it was coercive on the 
jury to accept the statement of the prisoner 
that he bought and paid for the cattle. 

Mr. Carrigan, replying for the State, said 
that the evidence as regards the cheques was 
all concocted by the prisoner in case any 
trouble might arise out of the transactions.

AND WATERFORD.

CORK, Wednesday. 

At to-day’s meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Board an important report on harbour dues 
was submitted by the general manager and 
collector. This report showed. that the exports 
of cattle, sheep and pigs from Dublin, Water- 
ford and Cork for the years 1924-27 showed 
little change, and that any fluctuations that 
took place were trade fluctuations. Harbour 
dues had nothing to do with them, as since 
1923 the dues at Waterford and Cork had 
not been altered, and only a slight reduction. 
had been made at Dublin. 

The report continued:—The figures dis- 
prove the oft-repeated assertion, that the 
live stock trade is being diverted from Cork 
because the Cork export rates compare un- 
favourably with those of Dublin and Water- 
ford. When these comparisons are being 
nade those who compile the figures carefully 
omit the tonnage dues, but we submit that it 
is utterly fallacious to compare cargo dues at 
different ports without taking tonnage dues 
into consideration; also the revenue of the 
port authority is derived from two main 
sources—t.e., tonnage dues and goods dues— 
and whether it is in the proportion of fifty- 
hity as (approximately) at Dublin, or 650/0 
from goods and 350/0 from tonnage as 
(approximately) at Cork, it all goes on to the 
cost of the article, and ultimately the con- 
sumer pays. 

A CASE IN POINT. 

To prove how fallacious it is to compare 
cargo due; at different ports without also 
taking tonnage dues into consideration, we 
give the case of the s.s. Kenmare as an 
example. At Cork this vessel pays 44d. per 
ton per voyage on a tonnage of 837. This 
works out at £15 13s. 10d. per voyage, or 
£2,447 16s. Od. per year for 156 voyages (three 
per week). The Dublin rate is 74d., and 
works out at £25 5s. 8d. per voyage, or 
£3,944 4s. Od. per year for an equal number 
of voyages, or £1,496 6s. Od. more than at 
Cork. The Waterford rate is 54d., which 
works out at £2,856 2s. Od. per year for an 
equal number of voyages, or £408 4s. Od. more 
than at Cork. When Dublin receives £1,496 
6s. Od. per year in excess of Cork in tonnage 
dues on one cross-Channel steamer, and a pro- 
portionate excess on all other cross-Channel 
steamers, it is surely understandable why 
Dublin cargo dues are so much lower than 
vork cargo dues, and it is apparent that it 
Cork gets the increased tonnage dues sought 
by the bill which had been held up by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, that 
Cork cargo. dues can be, and will be, materi- 
ally reduced. 

Based on the average export figures for the 
past five years, the reductions proposed in 
the Cork Harbour Bill would reduce the 
revenue as follows:—Cattle, two years and 
over—Proposed reduction, 4d. ; £800 per year. 
Cattle, under two years—Proposed reduction, 
2d.; £312 per year. Pigs—Proposed reduc- 
tion, 3d.; £456 per year. Sheep—Proposed 
reduction, 1d.; £87 per year (£1,655); and, 
In our opinion, it 1s not possible, having 
regard to the financial position of the Board, 
to reduce the goods dues until the tonnage 
dues are adjusted. 

MAIZE AND WHEAT. 

We are, further, of opinion that when a 
reduction of goods dues becomes possible, it 
should not be undertaken in. a piecemeal 
manner at the request Gf any particular 
interest, but op a broad basis which will be 
fair to all concerned. 

For the same reasons we are of opinion that 
the import dues on maize and wheat should 
not be reduced at present, but we recommend 
that when reductions become possible that the 
grain trade should receive every considera- 
tion. It will be within the recollection of 
members of the Board that import dues on 
wheat were reduced at the request of local 
grain importers from ls. 8d. to 9d. per ton 
for six months, from Ist March, 1925, to 
ólst August, 1925, but after six months’ trial 
the Is. 8d. rate had to be reverted to, as the 
reduction entailed a loss of £1,390 in revenue. 
A.remarkable fact about this reduction was 
that, although dues were more than halved, 
the imports of wheat for the six months dur- 
ing which the reduced rate applied were 
10,150 tons less than the corresponding six 
months of the previous year, 

THE DUES ON CATTLE. 

Mr. Buckley (Cattle Trade) moved that the 
reductions propesed in the Cork Harbour Bill 
be given effect to for cattle, sheep and pigs. 
Since 1904 the Cork figures had been raised 
from 6d. to ls. 4d for cattle over two years, 
from 2d. to 7d. for two year-olds, and for 
sheep and lambs from 1}d. to 5d., and pigs 
to 9d 

Mr. Wallace seconded 

After a long discussion, Mr. Mercier moved 
the adoption of the report. 

The Chairman (Mr. Daly) pointed out that 
every member would be in favour of the re- 
ductions provided that the finances of the 
Board permitted them. He thought that they 
should approach the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce with a view to obtaining tem- 
porary powers to reduce the dues on cattle 
and grain. 

Mr, Mercier’s amendment was adopted by 
14 vetes to 10, and it was decided to com- 
munivate with the Minister with a view to 
sending a deputation to him on the matter. 

INSURANCE IN THE FREE STATE. 

The question of insurance in the Free State 
was raised by Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., who 
contended that this matter should be under- 
taken by the State. At present they had 
some seventy companies, native and foreign, 
collecting in insurance premiums in the twentvy- 
six counties £4,000,000 per annum. There 
would probably be a clear £1,500,000 for the 
Irish Free State in a complete reorganisation 
of internal insurance on a basis of eliminating 
wasteful competition. 

“After some discussion, a notice of motion 
Was given by the Chairman, that, in the 
opinion of the Board, it was urgently neces- 
sary that the whole insurance position of the 
Irish Free State should be reconsidered by 
the Government with a view to its reorgani- 
sation on a basis more in keeping with the 
interests of the State.

APPOINTMENT. 


SWORN INOUIRY IN 
CORK. 


Ordered by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, an inquiry-on oath 
was opened by Inspector J. Geraghty, in the 
Council Chamber, at the Cork Courthouse, 
yesterday morning, into the circumstances 
connected with the appointment of a rate 
collector in the Bandon No. 1 collection dis- 
trict by the Cork County Council. 

Mr. J. T. Wolfe, solicitor, appeared for Mr 
E. Callanan, Secretary, Cork County Council, 
and Mr. J. J. Kavanagh (instructed é Messrs. 
Babington, Clarke and Mooney, solicitors), for 
Mr. J. Galvin, who was temporarily appointed 
to the position in question. 

Mr. Eugene Callanan, Secretary to the Cork 
County Council, produced minutes of the 
Council dealing with the proposed appoint- 
ment of Mr. Galvin to the position in ques- 
tion. There was no notice of motion handed 
in in connection with it, the usual procedure 
being followed, that of deciding to make a 
temporary appointment, and the Ceuncil made 
that decision jn the present case. 

The aga cé said that the minutes pro- 
duced were only copies of. minutes. He wanted 
the minutes with the signature of the Chair- 
man to them. : 

The witness said the Council’s minutes were 
printed and circulated, and when they came 
up in that form there was no signature to 
them. The Chairman did not sign every 
minute 

The witness, in reply to Mr. Wolfe, said 
that the position was not advertised. Tem- 
porary appointments were not usually adver- 
tised. The question of that temporary ap- 
pointment was, however, put on the FE “ 
for the meeting at which it was dealt with. 

COUNTY COUNCILLOR’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. T. J. Murphy, T.D., was then sworn, 
and having pointed out that he had no con- 
cern with the calling or holding of the in- 
quiry, and that he attended as an ordinary 
member of the Council, stated that the whole 
business that led to the appointment of Mr. 
Galvin and that inquiry originated at a 
meeting of the Council on the 13th October, 
1927. He contended, in view of the Depart- 
ment’s letter to Mr. Callanan on the 24th 
January of the present year, notifying the 
Secretary of the Council of the holding of the 
present inquiry, that the circumstances of 
the Bandon rate collectorship went back very 
far, and that he should be allowed to deal 
with them. 

The Inspector—You can state what you are 
aware of in connection with the circumstances 
of the case. 

The witness said that was the reason that 
he went back to the meeting of the 13th 
October last. The matter had been before 
the Council previously on account of the 
arrears due on the collection, and it was de- 
cided to allow their collector, Mr. Jerome 
Cahill, a week to close his collection. ‘The 
collector appeared before that meeting on the 
13th October, 1927, and also his nephew. The 
collector said that he knew nothing about the 
alleged defalcations or shortage in the collec: 
tion, that his nephew was collecting thé 
money, and that for reasons of ill-health he 
himself wanted to resign. His nephew asked 
permission to make a statement, and, as well 
as the witness remembered, admitted a 
shortage of about £1,100. In reply to a ques- 
tion by the Chairman of the Council, he said 
that he had no way of making good that 
money, but that he had ‘‘a man who was 
willing to take over the job.” The Chairman 
pointed out the serious. position that the 
rephew of the collector. Edmond Cahill, jun., 
was in, and certain members of the Council, 
one of whom was Mr. John Barrett, Mallow, 
objected to any such course being agreed to— 
the procedure of someone taking over the 
collection—hecause it was an attempt to get 
the position permanently by making good the 
shortage. The result was that the majority 
of the Council suspended Collector Cahill. 

The witness said that at the finance meet- 
ing of the Srd November, at which he did 
not appear to be present, the Secretary re- 
ported that the collection for Bandon No. 1 
District was closed the same as other collec- 
tions, and the recommendation in favour of 
removal of suspension of the collector was 
unanimously passed. No report was made by 
the Secretary to the Department that Cahill 
admitted any shortage of his collection. 

_ The Inspector—It has come out already 
in minutes that Cahill never admitted a 
shortage. but his nephew did. 

Mr. Wolfe—That is so. and Mr. Cahill is 

not here to defend himself. 
“BROKEN IN HEALTH." 

Mr. D. L. O’Gorman intervened and said 
that on the occasion in question Collector 
Cahill said nothing to the Council. He stood 
in the Chamber like a man broken 1n health, 
and he muttered twice, with his head down: 
“I resign; I resign.” It was the nephew 
made the statement of admission. 

Mr. Murphy added that the statement 
made by the nephew that he had a man to 
take over the job was not recorded on the 
minutes, and that was a serious omission. 
Furthermore, no report was made by the 
Secretary to the Department that there was 
a shortage in the Bandon collection dis. 
covered. 

Mr. Wolfe said that all the facts were put 
before the Department, and that matter had 
been dealt with. It was an attack on the 
Secretary. 

Mr. D. L. O'Gorman said that when the offer 
was made to the County Council to lodge the 
deficiency, and a suggestion that the person 
who made it should get the appointment, he 
at once said that it was in reality asking the 
Council to compound a felony.

HOUSING IN NORTH DUBLIN 


COST OF SIXTY-FIVE COTTAGES, 


The total cost of building sixty-five cot- 
tages in the North Dublin Rural District 
Council’s area was stated by the Clerk (Mr. 
J. P. Conry), at yesterday 's meeting of the 
Council, to be £25,713. They received a 
grant of £80 per cottage, or £5,200 in all, 
from the Government, the net cost to the 
Council being £20,513, or £315 lls. 6d. per 
cottage. To meet the interest on each cot- 
tage a rent of 6s. per week would be re- 
quired. 

Mr. J. A, O'Neill 
how any labourer could pay 6s. rent. 
rates would be 9d. a week additional, 

Mr. Kelly said that the eligible tenants 
could not pay such.a rent, but there were 
others who could pay as much as &l, 

The Chairman pointed out that 6s. would 
merely pay the interest on the loan. For the 
first year the loss on the loan would be 44d. 
in the £, which, with the 34d. already on 
the rates under previous schemes, would 
mean 8d. in the &. 

Mr. Kelly suggested that the rent and rates 
should be not more than 4s, 9d. weekly. 

The Chairman said that they could not 
burden the ratepayers in that way. 

Mr. Connolly said that £2,000 of the loan 
Was unexpended, and, as the cost on the 
rates would be reduced annually, rent on 
the basis of the cost of the first year shouid 
not be fixed, but the actual demand on the 
rates each year over the period should be 
ascertained, and an average rent struck. 

The matter was adjourned to next meeting. 


UNSANITARY COTTAGES. 

Dr. W. J. Cullen, Superintendent Medical 
Officer, of Health of the Rural District, re- 
ported that a number of new cottages were 
required bv labourers in the district. The 
supply of these cottages was, he stated, most 
important from a public health point of view, 
and should be a national care.. With the 
present overcrowding in wretched unsanitary 
cottages, there was little hope of improving 
the health of the nation. Good, healthy 
cottages, at a rent which labourers could 
pay, would do more to eradicate tuberculosis 
than all public health reforms, no matter how 
necessary.

STATEMENT BY MR. 
HEFFERNAN, 


THE ALLIANCE WITH 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


als. 
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Mr. R. Heffernan, ‘Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Free State Minister 
for Posts and telegraphs, speaking 
at the annual meeting of the County 
Waterford Association of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union, said that the record of the organisa- 
tion was well known. He regretted that the 
outgoing Chairman, Sir John Keane, had de- 
clined, owing to the pressure of other duties, 
to continue to hold office. Sir John had 
been a tower of strength to the Waterford 
farmers, and he was one of the first leaders 
of farming opinion, who had taught the 
farmers to organise and think economically. 

Mr. Heffernan, continuing, said that he 
could not agree thai it would be advisable 
for the association to aiscontinue its political 
activities. This was a question which would 
have to be decided by the Congress. He 
was willing to accept the decision of the Con- 
gress, which was the governing body, but he 
thought it well that the county associations 
should consider the matter from all its aspects, 
and any decision that they arrived at should 
only be taken after cool and dispassionate 
consideration. He did not presume to dic 
tate to them, but thought it well to make 
his opinions clear. 

USEFUL FORCE. 

Reviewing the history and development of 
the Farmers’ Party, he said that he had 
always believed that there should be either a 
strong Farmers’ Party or else that the far- 
mers should give their political allegiance to 
the party which was predominantly represen- 
tative of th. farming interests, and who 
placed the welfare of the agricultural com- 
munity in the forefront of their political 
platform. He thought it well that the Far- 
mers’ Party should continue, even if it never 
hoped to obtain sufficient representation to 
form a Government. It would be the nucleus 
of enlightened farming opinion, which could 
not be ignored, and which would form a 
rallying ground for all politicians who were 
sincerely desirous of furthering the welfae of 
agriculturists. 

He denied the suggestion that the Farmers’ 
Party had not been a useful force in political 
life in Ireland. Despite the fact that the 
political situation had been unfavourable to 
the development of an economic party, the 
fact was that the Farmers’ Party had been a 
great advantage to farmers. The present 
policy of the Government in regard to agri- 
culture had been all along that of the Far- 
mers’ Party. In addition, the party was 
the only one which stood out predominantly 
as the party of economy. They had put 
forward the suggestion that a committee of 
economy should E appointed to inquire into 
the cost of several departments of State. 
This suggestion had finally been accepted, 
and he had the honour of being appointed as 
Chairman of the Committee. Their in- 
quiries were proceeding, and he felt sure 
that they would produce a report in due 
course which sie be a considerable help 
to the Government in their efforts to keep 
taxation down. 

FARMERS AND TARIFFS. 

Further, the Farmers’ Party had acted as 
a drag on the wheel of the ramp for pro- 
tective tariffs. If there. was any one thing 
certain about those, it was that they would 
be of no benefit to farmers, but would add to 
their present great economic difficulties, and 
make it impossible for them to compete effec- 
tively with the foreigner. In addition, there 
was the part which the Farmers’ Party had 
played in the local elections, and which they 
would be expected to play in the coming 
local elections. Local charges were still 
too high, and unless the farmers saw that 
they received representation there would be 
a grave danger of excessive rates. In Ins 
opinion, those who were ‘logrolling ”’ and 
generally working and organising for tariffs 
did not care much what  befel the 
farmers. They probably had in 
mind the establishment of a docile 

easunt class of farmers whose subsistenc 
bi was the lowest of all classes, and who 
were content to toil industriously and 
allow all wealth produced beyond a ‘bare 
existence wage to be taken from them for the 
benefit of highly organised industrial classes 

He stood against such ideas. On the con- 
trary, he hed hoped to place and maintain 
agriculturists in their rightful place in the 
country, and that was in control of political 
and economic affairs. He had no wish to 
imitate the conditions prevailing in highly 
protected peasant States in Europe, where 
the farmer was httle better than a serf. His 
ideals might not be possible to atiain, but th AA 
were worth striving for. He felt that in the 
final issue, this polhey would be the best for 
the townmen.. Healthy financial an‘ 
economical conditions could not exist in the 
towns unless based on. the sound i 
of a prosperous agricultural community. This 
was becoming slowly recognised, as urban 
dwellers had found that depressed farming

When the result of the September election 


was known, it became clear that the present 
Gsovernment Party could not hold office with 
out the continued support of the Farmers’ 
Party. His party at that time was leader- 
less, as Mr. Baxter had failed to secure 
election. Ministers of the Government 
not available in Dublin, and no meeting was 
pecan: which could be representative of 
oth parties. The Farmers’ Party had con- 
teste:l elections as the virtual allies of the 
Government Party, and agreed to 
them on constitutional Issues and th 
maintenance of law and order.

of the Dail. It emerged almost at once from 
the discussions that they were faced with 
the acceptance of one of two alternatives. 
The nrst was to continue as an independen| 
party, pledged only to support the Govern 
ment Party on constitutional issues; the other 
was.to enter into an arrangement or alliance 
with the Government. They saw clearly what 
the adoption of the first course meant. It 
meant that, they should be prepared to face 
conseyuences of their action. They were at 
one with the Government on constitutional 
matters, but on economic matters there were 
still some differences. If the Farmers’ Pariv 
continued to stand solidly on their economic 
policy they could be maneuvred on the very 
first sitting of the Dail, it their opponents 
thought well, into a position where they 
would either nave to discard their policy and 
support the Government or vote against the 
Government and take the consequence of 
putting Fianna Fail into office. 

At that time he thought that the latter 
was almost the wisest course to pursue, but his 
supporters made it perfectly clear to him 
that they were not prepared to take any 
chance with De Valera and his outlandish 
national and economic policy. They then 
decided that they should consider the other 
alternative. A meeting was arranged be- 
tween them and the leading Government 
Ministers for the next day when the Dal 
assembled. They met at 12 o'clock, and us 
a result certain proposals emerged. They 
were, in short, that the Farmers’ Party 
should coalesce or ally itself with the Govern- 
ment Party, and accept their Whips. As an 
indication ot appreciation and in order 
to give them a voice in tha formulation 
of policy and experience in administration, 
the post of Parliamentary Secretary was 
offered to the Farmers’ Party. 

AN ALLIANCE. 

Mr. Heffernan; conciuding, said that he 
wished to make it perfectly clear that this 
post was offered to the Farmers’ Party, and 
not to him personally. The party, having 
met outside, agreed that the best course 
was to enter into an alliance. The Govern- 
ment were notified at about 2 o'clock, and 
at 3 o’clock the Farmers’ Party entered the 
Dail as open allies of the Government. It 
was only on the evening following the Dail 
meeting that he was selected by his own 
party to occupy the position of Parliamentary 
Secretary.

Dr. Doherty, house surgeon, said that 
deceased man was admitted at about 12,50 
on February 6 last, and died about half an 
hour later. The case was hopeless from the 
start, the brain, skull and spinal column 
being fractured. 

Mr. Coulter, addressing the jury, said that 
all precautions had been taken, and that the. 
accident could not have been foreseen, 

Mr. Ryan submitted that the precautions 
taken were not sufficient, that the rope 
should be examined before it was used on 
each occasion.
